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Bible Holiness 


By H. V. MILLer 


(As preached at Arizona State Conven- 
tion, February, 1935) 


HE nature of Bible Holiness is not 

commonly understood. Many do not 
appear to be clear as to what it is and 
what it is not. 

Expository messages on “perfect love’’, 
“inbred sin”, “entire sanctification”, 
“the crucifixion of the old man”, and 
kindred themes are not as frequently 
heard as in past years. Also the literature 
being produced on these subjects today 
does not compare favorably with that of 
the last generation, 

The word, “holiness” is much used, 
but like some other words in the Chris- 
tian vocabulary this word has been used 
so commonly without proper regard for 
its meaning that a re-statement of defin- 
ition, as supported by the Scriptures, is 
necessary if the word is not to become a 
meaningless byword on the tongues of 
the thoughtless. 

To many, “holiness” is nothing more 
than a denominational designation—a 
title applied in general to the Pentecostal 
movement. These talk of “joining the 
holiness” or the “holiness coming to 
town”. This is erroneous, all who are 
enclosed in the Pentecostal drag net are 
not partakers of Bible Holiness. 

Others think of holiness as a catalogue 
of abstinences. If a man doesn’t swear, 
doesn’t steal, doesn’t get drunk, doesn’t 
gamble, doesn’t smoke, chew or commit 
other sins of the flesh; or if a woman 
doesn’t bob her hair, paint or dress im- 
properly, such are considered worthy to 
bear the holiness title. This reminds us of 
what Jesus said about the Pharisees in 
Matt. 23: “These ought ye to have done 
and not to leave the other undone.” 

It is not so great a matter to be able to 
profess that by the grace of God you do 
not steal, you do not smoke, you do not 
get drunk, etc. Many men and women re- 
frain from fleshly sins not because they 
are regenerated and sanctified but be- 
cause self-respect has taught them self- 
control. Power to live above degeneracy 
is not the length and breadth of spiri- 
tuality, it is simply the Creator’s standard 
for physical manhood and womanhood. 
What applause do the morally debased 
deserve for becoming upright? They have 
merely returned to a level from which 
others of nobler character had never de- 
parted, This is not spirituality but mor- 
ality. Certainly a life of holiness includes 
mastery over all of the sins of the flesh, 
but this in its self is not holiness, or even 


salvation, though such mastery is no less 
a part of the justified experience. One 
may be as precisely observant of moral 
law as the Pharisees and yet not be a 
partaker of Bible Holiness, 


Holiness pertains to the inner or spiri- 
tual life. Spirituality begins with re- 
birth. “Except a man be born again he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” John 
3:3. “Being born again not of corruptible 
seed (the process of mortal or physical 
generation) but of incorruptible, by the 
word of God, which liveth and abideth 
forever.” The process of spiritual gener- 
ation; the begetting in man of immortal 
being) 1 Pet. 1:23. 


Since the fall, man has not only been a 
sinner in the commission of acts of sin 
but he has been BY NATURE AT EN- 
MITY with God. This enmity is desig- 
nated in the Scripture variously as the 
“carnal mind,” Rom. 8:7; ‘our old man”, 
Rom. 6:6; “the flesh”, Rom. 8:5, etc. 
THE CARNAL MIND IS ENMITY 
AGAINST GOD, FOR IT IS NOT SUB- 
JECT TO THE LAW OF GOD, 
NEITHER INDEED CAN BE.” Rom. 
8:7. 

Those who have been born again and 


not yet sanctified, have within their 
mortal beings the “carnal mind” 
pertaining to their old life, from 


which they have not as yet been 
purged and the “mind of Christ” or 
spiritual mind imparted to them at the 
time of regeneration. 


Paul addresses some of the unstable 
souls at Corinth on this wise, “I, brethren, 
could not speak unto you as unto spiritual 
but AS UNTO CARNAL EVEN AS 
UNTO BABES IN CHRIST.” 1 Cor. 3: 
1 


It is thus evident that carnality is con- 
sistent with Christian babyhood, but it is 
expected that saints having matured to a 
point of life consciousness will find the 
way of deliverance from this relic of the 
old life. The struggle between the new- 
born babe in Christ and the old man is 
echoed in words such as Rom. 7:14, 19, 
21, 24. “I am carnal, sold under sin, 
for the good that I would I do not: but 
the evil which I would not, that I do. I 
find then a law that WHEN I WOULD 
DO GOOD, EVIL IS PRESENT WITH 
ME. Oh wretched man that I am. Who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death?” James, the apostle, in 1:8, de- 
clares the “double-minded man is un- 
stable in all his ways.” He is often per- 
plexed at his own inconsistency and fluc- 
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tuations of feeling. 

Deliverance from carnality by a gra- 
cious act of God, a second blessing or a 
bestowal of grace following the spiritual 
birth, is called sanctification. This de- 
liverance which is wrought when the en- 
tire being is dedicated and yielded up to 
His will, ends the struggle which is pres- 
ent in all who possess both the “new” 
and the “old” mind. Paul prayed for be- 
lievers in the church of the Thessalon- 
ians who were “in God” and “in Christ.” 
1:1, that “God... sanctify you wholly 
.+. (that) your whole spirit and soul and 
body be preserved blameless unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 1 
Thess, 5:23. 


The blood of the atonement is not 
limited in its purpose to the securing of 
pardon for the sinner’s acts of sin, but 
IT ALSO SECURES THE ERADICA- 
TION OF THE SIN NATURE from his 
life. “CHRIST ALSO LOVED THE 
CHURCH, (those who had become 
members of His mystical body through 
spiritual generation) AND GAVE HIM- 
SELF FOR IT, THAT HE MIGHT 
SANCTIFY AND CLEANSE it” Eph. 
§:25, 26. “Jesus THAT HE MIGHT 
SANCTIFY THE PEOPLE WITH HIS 
OWN BLOOD, §sutfered without the 
gate.” Heb, 13:12. 

Sanctification is the act of God where- 
by believers are liberated from che carnal 
nature, which is enmity against God, and 
made holy. When all within men that re- 
sisted God’s will is removed, all that re- 
mains is holy. BIBLE HOLINESS IS 
THE LIFE BEING LIVED BY THOSE 
WHOM GOD HAS SANCTIFIED. 

Holiness is not a studied abstinence 
from one or another sinful practice, It 
is not a daily effort at trying to be good 
or to do better. It is not an attempt to 
imitate or copy the Christ life. Holiness 
is the natural outflow of the purified na- 
ture when the “old man” has been cruci- 
fied and the new man is left to dominate 
the life. “Men do not gather grapes cf 
thorns or figs of thistles.” “A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither can 
a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit,” 
Matt. 7:16-18. Righteousness is alien to 
the corrupt nature but springs forth na- 
turally from the lives of the sanctified. 
“They that are in the flesh cannot please 
God,” Rom. 8:8, but the pure in heart 
are his delight. They that are of a fro- 
ward heart are abomination to the Lord: 
but such as are upright in their way are 
his delight.” Prov. 11:20. 

Holiness is the return of straying hu- 
manity to the divine ideal. Nothing short 
of restoration to original purity or heart 
perfection, in the eradication of carnality 
or the sin nature from the life, fulfills 
the purpose of the redeeming blood, or

Dr. Thomas Chalmers writes, “If Mus- 
solini is left alone by other nations, he 
may carry on until he gains control of 
the land, but it will not be for long.

grace; not with meats, which have not 
profited them that have been occupied 
therein.” —Heb. 13:9.

Solomon realized he had a great problem 
on hand, as judge over Israel, so he asked 
for wisdom. The gift of wisdom was 
very much needed to tell who was the 
mother of the living baby. Solomon called 
for a sword, and ordered the baby divided 
and half given to each mother. Then the 
true mother cried, ““Oh, my Lord, do not 
slay the child, give it to the other wom- 
an,” but the false mother who was jeal- 
ous, said “Divide it.” Solomon knew 
then who was the mother of the living 
baby. Love solved the problem. Just as 
the chief characteristic of a true mother 
is love, and as the real mother was proven 
by the love she manifested toward her 
child, so is a true Christian proven by the 
love he manifests toward God, and His 
Church, 

Some people make a big profession, but 
when controversies arise in the church, 
when misunderstandings occur, when the 
cause of Christ is at stake, they will 
have their own way, or tear up the 
church. They don’t care if the work is in 
danger of being destroyed. Yes, the false 
mother said, “Divide it.” Yes, the false 
Christian said, “Let the church go down, 
if so and so is going to be pastor,” etc. 
Not only are there false professors in the 
church but there are false shepherds go- 
ing around, who will say they believe and 
teach the full gospel, to get behind your 
pulpit and plant their subtle seed of dis- 
cord, and divide a church. Maybe they 
have no church of their own, or maybe 
they are jealous of the successful pastor, 
and will try to tear the church down, or 
cause a division among the members. 


A divided church often spells destruc- 
tion. If Solomon had divided the baby, 
he would have destoyed its life. The false 
mother knew that but still she said divide 
it. It would have been horrible to cut the 
baby in two and it is a horrible sight to 
see the professor of the same belief of the 
Church of God’s teaching, trying to tear 
down the church, and encouraging the 
members to leave the Church of God and 
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come to their mission or tabernacle. The 
kind that always fight the Church of 
God, are about as useless when it comes 
to saving souls, or building up, as a dead 
baby would be. A true Church of God 


saint would gladly suffer himself be- 
fore he would bring shame and dis- 
grace on the church he loves and 


cherishes. He would pour out his very 
life in sacrifice and prayer, and empty 
his pocketbook to save the church from 
ruin, and to keep the name of God lifted 
up. It is not the profession that counts. 
Love tells. The false mother made as big 
a profession as the true mother did, the 
false Christian can make as big a pro- 
fession as the true Christian can, the false 
shepherd czn make as big a profession as 
the true shepherd can, you can not tell 
the true one by his profession but love 
tells. Self-sacrificing love speaks as loudly 
today as it did in Solomon’s time. 

Let us stick by the Church of God, and 
not be misled by outsiders that are not 
interested in the church nor your soul. 
If they were, they would come in and 
help us fight the battle. Don’t be a Ju- 
das. Oh, how it must have grieved Jesus’ 
heart when Judas went up and played the 
professing Christian part and kissed Je- 
sus, so that the enemies might take Him 
ond crucify Him. So to-day the profes- 
sing Christian will go up to his brother 
just the same as the true Christian will, 
and kiss his brother, which is supposed to 
be a holy kiss. It is better not to do it if 
it is not from the heart. May this awaken 
some one from his sleep and cause him 
to get back on the firing line for God 
and His Church.

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“ehe Prophet Isaiah and His <Message 


_ greatest of all the prophets of the 
eighth century B. C., in truth the 
greatest of all prophets, was Isaiah, the 
son of Amoz. He was one of the most 
eminent men of the Old Testament. 
Whether or not he descended from royal 
lineage, the brother of the king, as the 
rabbis said, he was royal in character, a 
courtier, and a great scholar. He preached 
at Jerusalem during the last forty years 
of the eighth century, in the reigns of 
Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah. His poems 
and orations were treasured in the memo- 
ries of a band of faithful disciples, just 
as he delivered them, and at his directions 
were written down. Isa. 8:16; 30:8. Ac- 
cording to tradition he met a martyr’s 
death at the hands of King Manasseh. 


Isaiah was <n orator, poet, statesman, 
theologian, reformer. We have an exam- 
ple of his oratorical skill and his use of 
pictorial speech in the fifth chapter of 
the book that bears his name. His plat- 
form wes the steps of the temple, tg 
corner of the street; and we can, with- 
out difficulty, picture for ourselves the 
prophet now with a few disciples at his 
feet, at another time with thousands of 
Jerusalem’s citizens relying on his words; 
a young man when his heart was stirred 
by the viciousness of his times; a middle- 
aged man when he describes the coming 
doom of Samaria; an old man, yet still 
full of fire and vigor in those last days 
when Sennacherib’s host threatened to 
destroy all Israel. Only Moses was supe- 
rior to Isaiah as a statesman. 


Isaizh faced conditions honestly, saw 
their true meaning and far flung tenden- 
cies, and gave advice to kings and na- 
tions from the standpoint of the great 
God of heaven, who shapes ll hisgory. 
He well understood the weakness of the 
Egyptian power and the vanity of her 
promises, he visioned the immensity of the 
Assyrian power, and the destructive re- 
sults that alliances with her would bring 
about; he judiciously advised the avoid- 
ance of all entangling alliances with /r- 
eign power, and the reliance upon the 
help of God. If our own United States 
would take to heart the teaching of this 
great man in regard to entangling !- 
liances with foreign nations, we would 
profit thereby. When once allegiance to 
Assyria was promised, however, he knew 
the futility of breaking away and in the 
face of the bitterest opposition he coun- 
selled loyalty to the promises made. He 
was a lover of justice and when still later 
Sennacherib’s demands were clearly un- 
just, he advised Hezekiah to defy him. 
Through the political crises he had that 
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conviction which comes only from the 
gtasp of eternal principles and an inti- 
mate touch with Him who rules the uni- 
verse, offered counsels which, though us- 
ually rejected, were shown by later events 
to have been wise and sane. 

As a preacher of righteousness he was 
alert and outspoken, seeing everything 
from court intrigues to a woman’s crimp- 
ing pins with all sincerity, and with un- 
compromising severity and unflinching 
courage he attacked the evils of his time, 
pouring contempt upon weak, cowardly 
King Ahaz as readily as in scathing words 
he denounced the social and political cor- 
ruption of the people. 

There are great ideas in Isaiah’s writ- 
ings: the sin of the nation, the impend- 
ing punishment at the hands of Assyria, 
the survival of the remnant, and the hap- 
py future. In days of prosperity he an- 
nounced that calamity was _ rapidly ap- 
proaching, because of national unright- 
ousness, but when the calamity had come 
his words were full of hope. Nowhere is 
Isaiah greater than when he refers to the 
coming King, who died on the brow of 
Calvary for all sins, the One who is and 
shall be a hiding place from the wind, 
and a covert from the tempest, as streams 
of water in a dry place, as a shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land. 

Washington Irving said that before be- 
ginning to write, he usually read a pas- 
sage from Isaiah “‘to fire his mind.” This 
is a wonderful construction from a mas- 
ter mind. It was customary for Daniel 
Webster to read the fortieth chapter of 
Isziah before delivering an oration. Mat- 
thew Arnold said, “The beauty of ex- 
pression as well as the depths of thought, 
are marvelous in the book of Isaiah. 


It is the soul that makes the great 
speaker and writer, and Isaiah was a great 
soul under the baptism of heavenly fires. 
“He lived perpetually in the glory of the 
divine majesty.”” Nowhere will one find 
profounder thought combined with more 
flowing feeling, more powerful imagina- 
tion, and more eloquent oratory, impas- 
sioned and moving, than in the book of 
Isaiah, The prophet at times wielded a 
two-edged sword, and all his words are 
instinct with spiritual fire. Where in all 
the world shall we find his equal in ver- 
satility? He is a master of satire and 
pathos, of proverb and pcrable, of simile 
znd metaphor. His figures of speech are 
always concrete; and are ever new though 
one reads them often. From his words 
where the heavens are contrasted with 
the earth, the heavens and earth together 
with God, God with man, His sinful 


creation, and man with His faithful ox, 
and on, Isaiah’s vivid style is marked by 
sudden contrasts. 


It is difficult to select passages of sus- 
tained oratory, rhetoric, exquisite literary 
quality, because they are too numerous. 
The fifty-three chapters are sublime. No 
other writer has so represented the sub- 
lime majesty and holiness of God. We can 
go to the book of Isaiah for light on 
spiritual, social, or political questions, 
which are always with us, and listen to 
his attacks on drunkenness, greed, graft, 
end injustice. The cry is the great social 
problem of the age and Isaiah is the Old 
Testament specialist on that theme.

be proc.aimed abroad. Jesus looked up at 
the little fellow up in the sycamore tree 
and s-id, ““Make haste and come down.” 
There is no doubt that when Jesus spoke 
those words to that sinner, every sin that 
he had committed began to roll before 
him. Listen brother, sister, big sins, little 
sins, dark sins, black sins, large sins, small 
sins, and middle-sized sins, if there are 
such sins, and all other kinds of sins, will 
follew us to judgment, and condemn us 
there if we don’t confess and _ forsake 
them here. 

I used to hear a proverb that went

It didn’t 
take him always to get joy, because he 
came clean with God. If you want free 
and full pardon, and that good clear, 
feeling in your heart real quickly, just 


make a complete surrender, and your 
conscience will let you know it. There is 
nothing like a good clear conscience to- 
ward God and man. It’s good, brother, 
that we have a heart and can know when 
we are right, even if everybody in the 
world might tell us that we are wrong. 
That still, small voice of God can tell 
more about that than everybody in the 
world, if we will obey Him. 


I remember one time I was pastoring 
a church and there was a brother who 
played a very important pert in my choir, 
or at least we treasured him that way, but 
he committed an offence that wasn’t so 
small. So when this sin came to my ears, 
I gave myself ample time to ask God 
for divine guidance, and then I called the 
brother in question. It w<sn’t hard for 
me to get him to confess to me and he ar 
once asked me to forgive him, but listen, 
he had wronged others also, and when I 
put it up to him to make confession to 
the main ones he had wronged that is 
where the trouble came. He at once sug- 
gested that what people didn’t know 
would not hurt them, and said that he 
weuld confess to them some time but 
didn’t want to then, and so on. Brother, 
when you go wrong God requires that 
you make it right at once, if you want 
His favors, and to make anything right in 
the sight of God and man, we must go 
to the party that we have wronged, if 
we can get to them, and make it right. 
This brother also offered to st-rt paying 
his tithes, and he was making very good 
money, too, if I would let him back in my 
choir, and so far as I was person- 
ally concerned I could have forgiven 
him and put him back in my choir, but J 
represented the Church of God and I had

is to be understood as Bible holiness. 

The carnal nature or disposition to sin 
was not in man prior to the fall. The di- 
vine purpose in redemption is to cance! 
the sinner’s guilt and restore his nature 
to its original purity. This is the scrip- 
tural standard of holiness, People talk of 
lowering the standard, this is an impos- 
sibility. A standard cannot be lowered. 
Some may not conform to the standard 
but the standard itself is unalterable. A 
standard is a determined and fixed unit of 
measurement. 

The government of the United States 
maintains a bureau of standards, the pur- 
pose of which is to preserve such measur- 
ing units as the determined length of a 
foot, weight of a pound, hour of the day, 
etc. Every weighing device in the coun- 
try must register weight in exact accore- 
ance with the standard pound, otherwise 
it is inaccurate and condemned as ille- 
gal. Inspectors appointed to test scales 
are not at liberty to use a rock or some 
other weight of their own selection in 
making their test. They carry with them 
a set of testing weights exactly conform- 
ing to the weight units at the Bureau of 
Standards, and only scales passing the test 
receive the government seal. The Bureau 
of Standards has fixed the ton as a 
weight of two thousand pounds. If a 
farmer sells another farmer 1,800 pounds 
for a ton of hay, he doesn’t lower the 
standard, he simply commits a fraud, 
proves himself dishonest and exhibits an 
unprincipled character. 

In like manner the divine standard is 
fixed and CANNOT be altered. Such as 
do not conform to it do not affect the 
standard but fix their own destinies. 

The God of the Bible is revealed as a 
jealous God. His commandments to men 
are explicit. Moses was admonished of 
God when he was about to make the 
tabernacle: for see, saith he, that thou 
make all things ACCORDING TO THE 
PATTERN  shewed to thee in the 
mount,” Heb. 8:5. Referring to 
Exodus 25: It will be noted with what 
precise details Moses was commanded to 
undertake this task. The tabernacle itself 
and all of the instruments with which it 
was to be furnished, are described as the 
divine pattern required them to be. Like- 
wise it was required that the laws, 
statutes, and ordinances, committed to 
Moses on the mount, should be rigidly ad- 
hered to. The divine requirements for 
those living in this dispensation of grace 
are not the same as those of the legal age. 
Nevertheless the requirements of the di- 
vine standard are no less rigid in this 
dispensation than in the Mosaic period. 
In fact, the responsibility resting upon 
men in this dispensation is greater and 
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the punishment for non-conformity to 
the standard is more severe. “He that 
despised Moses’ law died without mercy 
under two or three witnesses: of HOW 
MUCH SORER punishment, suppose ye, 
shall he be thought worthy who hath 
trodden underfoot the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the covenant 
wherewith he was sanctified, an unholy 
thing, and hath done despite to the spirit 
of grace,” Heb. 10:28, 29. 


The grace dispensation is not a period 
of the divine toleration of sin as the 
world has come to believe. The leniency 
or gracious spirit in the dispensation is 
not manifested in an allowance of sin, but 
in the providing of liberal terms of de- 
liverance from sin. How sore will be the 
punishment of those who do despite to 
this spirit of grace, refusing to be purged 
from their iniquity though deliverance is 
offered to them on easier terms than to 
any generation since the fall. “It is a 
fearful thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God.” Heb. 10:31. 

The Supreme Being ought to be ap- 
proached with awesome reverence, not 
with an air of cheap familiarity reflected 
in the use of such terms as “precious Je- 
sus,” “dear God,” “sweet Holy Ghost,” 
etc, 

The Scriptures do not furnish us with 
a single example of such disregard to the 
dignity of the “Majesty in the heavens.” 
A sanctified life, divinely wrought, thru 
washing in the blood of the atonement 
honors and glorifies God as no mouthing 
of endearing phrases can do. “He that 
hath my commandments, and keepeth 
them, he it is that loveth me,” said Je- 
sus, “‘and he that loveth me shall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love him, and 
will manifest myself to him,” John 14: 
21. How often professors have been heard 
to thrill a congregation with a dynamic 
testimony about loving Jesus supremely 
only to be found infidels (lacking in fi- 
delity, or faithfulness) with regard to 
the revealed standards of God’s Word. 
A profession of love is hypocritical if the 
Word of the Lord is disregarded. “Ye 
are my friends if ye do whatsover I 
command you.” Jchn 15:14. “My mother 
and my brethren are these which hear 
the word ot God, and do it.” Luke 8:21. 
To the woman who cried out, “Blessed 
is the womb that bare thee,” Jesus an- 
swered, “Yea rather, blessed are they that 
hear the word of God, and keep it.” Luke 
11:28. ' 

“Hereby we know that we know him, 
if we keep his commandments, he that 
saith I know him and keepeth not his 
commandments is a liar,” 1 John 2:3, 4. 

The ministry of Christ’s life was a 
ministry of teaching. Records have been 
transmitted to us,” of all that Jesus be- 
gan both to do and to teach until the 
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day in which he was taken up after that 
He through the Holy Ghost had given 
commandments unto the apostles whom 
he had chosen. Acts 1:1. The apostles or 
legates of His kingdom were charged to 
publish His teachings abroad, “Go ye 
therefore and teach all nations, TEACH- 
ING THEM TO OBSERVE ALL 
THINGS WHATSOEVER I HAVE 
COMMANDED YOU.” Matt. 28:19, 20. 
This they did by word of mouth and by 
writing epistles. Reports of some of the 
messages they preached and copies of 
some of their epistles are in our possession 
forming the basis of our knowledge of 


the divine standards for this dispen- 
sation. Those lacking patience to 
be taught concerning the divine 


pattern cannot know what is required of 


them and are thus unable to take the 
measurements preparatory to making 
them conform to the divine standard. 


“We dare not make ourselves of the 
number, or compare ourselves with some 
that commend themselves, but they meas- 
uring themselves by themselves, and com- 
paring themselves among themselves, are 
not wise.” 2 Cor. 10:12. 

God has ordained standards. Brethren, 
it is required that we measure to them.

Our dear brothers and sisters will be 
made sad as they read the obituary of our 
precious Brother MHenegar Lutie Trim, 
who died Oct. 16, 1935. For the past six 
months he had been confined to his room 
and bed and we could see as time passed 
by that he became more reconciled to his 
going to be with Jesus. When we would 
pray with him he would often say, “Lord, 
if it is your will, please let me go.” Look- 
ing into his face the last few months, we 
could see that he was ripe and ready. He 
became more patient and kinder every day 
until at last he lapsed into a coma and 
for two or three days he didn’t notice 
anything about him. He lived to a ripe 
old age, being eighty years old, and many 
places over the states will remember him 
as the first one who brought the gospel 
to them. He has laid his armor down and 
his life’s work is finished, May it be said 
of us when time comes for us to go, that 
we have fought a good fight and kept 
the faith, henceforth there is a crown of 
righteousness laid up for us, and not for 
us only but for all who love His appear- 
ing. 

In early life he married Alvia Ann 
White who died June 2, 1911. To this 
union were born eleven children, three 
of whom preceded him in death.

Mrs. J. G. McGill, Mrs. Walter Cross;

teen great grandchildren. 

He was the son of a Methodist minis- 
ter and was converted in early life. He 
became a minister in the Methodist 
church, later becoming the first licensed 
evangelist in the Church of God, after 
the name was chosen by the Assembly at 
Union Grove in 1907, and was ordained a 
bishop in 1914. He was in active service 
as a minister in the Church of God for 
twenty-two years and never missed a 
General Assembly until the one recently 
held. In 1929 he was forced to retire 
from active service because of failing 
health, but his heart was always in the 
work and he never missed a service that 
he was able to attend. During all the 
time he was confined he was patient and 
resigned to the Lord’s will and was won- 
derfully sustained by the grace of God. 
His last audible prayer was, “God, bless 
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my children and grandchildren and save 
them all.” 

He labored in seventeen states and God 
gave him many souls saved, sanctified, 
and filled with the Holy Ghost, between 
forty and fifty of them becoming 
preachers and deacons. God brought him 
through severe trials and hardships but 
gave him great joy in His service. He 
trusted the Lord for soul and body and 
never called for a doctor.—S. W. Lati- 
mer, Editor and Publisher.

gaining for property, figuring in ad- 
vance the profits, these are some of the 
bewildering sights. Nobody really knows 
how many Jews there are in Haifa, for 
instance. They can only guess: and the 
guesses run from 45,000 to 100,000. As 
to Tel-aviv, the minimum is 100,000 and 
the maximum is 200,000! So, take your 
choice. Now, I am well aware that some 
Bible students have been declaring in re- 
cent days that the only solution for the 
Jew’s problem is Palestine, and they seem 
of the opinion that Zionism of itself is 
Israel’s cure. But these brethren are ap- 
parently not familiar with the two most 
important facts:—one is, that the solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem is not Pales- 
tine, but the Lord Jesus Christ! The 
other fact is, that the Jew who is now 
going back to Palestine is going there 
without God! This is the most terrible 
indictment cf the whole movement. Mon- 
ey? Yes. British Mandate? Yes. Modern 
machinery? Yes. But God? No. 
—Prophecy.
